v aried fro m 14 to 22 per cent 
The 
present lake is really what is left of 
a great ancient body of water that 
cov ered 
practically 
all 
Utah,

which has been named Lake Bonne­ 
v ille. 
The o ld shore lines are still 
v isible on the hills around Salt Lnke 
City . 
No conv incing ex planation has 
ev er been giv en of the fluctuation in 
size of the lake. 
The present rise is causing a great 
deal of trouble to the railroads and 
the farms. 
In some places the tracks 
of the roads ov er the lnke hav e had 
to be raised, and If the water keeps 
rising more work of the same sort 
will hav e to be done.

Milk is nature’s 
food and for th at reason is a perfect 
food, because it is prepared for th e 
y oung. 
It is rich net only in protein 
and vitamins, as mentioned before, but 
it also carries a comparative ly large 
amount of mineral constituents— th e 
constituents needed for building bun s 
wh ich th e y oung animal builds very 
rapidly during its early life. 
Drying Processes. 
Dry ing skim milk and buttermilk by 
th e processes now employ ed in no way 
decreases th eir feeding value. Neith er 
does it increase th eir feeding value, 
h ut most 
pouitry men 
do - not 
h ave 
enough skim milk or buttermilk on th e 
farm to supply * all th e protein wh ich 
th e lay ers need for h igh production. 
In recent y ears, h owever, th e butter­ 
milk produced at our large creameries, 
wh ich used to be wasted, h as been 
dried and sold in powde- form or in th e 
semi-solid condition. 
Th e latter, of 
course, 
contains 
considerably 
more 
moisture. 
Dried buttermilk, in fact, 
contains only about 7.5 per cent of 
moisture—about th e same amount as 
our ordinary well-dried grains. 
For 
th at reason it keeps very well, so th at 
one can keep a large supply on h and 
with out fear of deterioration. 
Dried buttermilk is comparatively 
h igh in price, but its feeding value is 
also h igh and can be used to ad­ 
vantage in egg-lay ing rations. 
Here is 
a mash recommended by Iowa State 
college, wh ich contains dried butter­ 
milk: 100 pounds finely ground corn, 
100 pounds finely ground outs, U>0 
pounds wh eat brail, 100 pounds flour 
middlings, 30 pounds dried buttermilk, 
20 pounds bone meal, 50 pounds 00 
per cent tankage, 5 pounds salt. 
Tn 
connection with th is mash th e college 
recommends 200 pounds sh elled corn 
and 100 pounds oats 
for th e scratch 
grain. 
In fact, th at is th e scratch 
grain th e college almost alway s uses 
fo r 'its lay ers. 
Use More Ground Oats. 
Th ere are times v.lcn wh eat bran 
and flour middlings may be relatively 
too h igh in price to make th em eco­ 
nomical 
feeds. 
Wh en 
th at 
obtains 
more ground oats may be fed th an Is 
recommended in th e ration mentioned. 
For ex ample, 1.50 pounds ground corn 
and 250 pounds finely ground oats, to­ 
geth er with th e dried buttermilk, tank­ 
age, bone meal and salt mentioned, 
would perh aps give eq ually good re- j 
suits.

Sh ould Be Planned Now 
Flan for convenience in th e garden. 
Convenience in th e garden is just as 
essential as it Is ir th e kitch en, th e 
laundry , th e garage 
or 
th e 
stable. 
Economy of steps and work sh ould 
be th e main consideration. 
Place th e 
vegetables most commonly used near­ 
est to th e kitch en door. 
Th e early 
spring vegetables sh ould be eonven 
iently at h and wh ere th e family ch ef 
may step out 
to 
gath er 
th e 
crisp 
y oung radish es, onions, lettuce and 
early spinach . 
Th ese early vegetables 
often 
will 
h ave to be picked in rainy weath er 
wh en prox imity will be appreciated. 
T h h permanent vegetables, such as 
asparagus 
and 
rh ubarb, 
sh ould 
be 
placed wh ere th ey will be least in th e 
way and least interfere with th e effi­ 
ciency of th e general 
garden 
plan. 
Th eir space cannot be sh ared by oth er 
vegetables and sh ould be at one side 
of th e garden, usually th e one most 
distant from th e h ouse. 
Th e tallest vegetables, such as corn, 
pole beans and tomatoes, sh ould be 
placed to th e side of th e garden rath ­ 
er th an in th e middle spaces wh ere 
It will be necessary to go around th em 
to reach lower vegetables on eith er 
side.

Under such conditions G to 8 inch es 
of dry ch aff, leaves, corn h usks or saw­ 
dust used for insulation all around 
and over th e h ive h elps to keep th e 
bees warm. 
It is Important, also, to make sure 
th at th e bees h ave sufficient winter 
stores. 
If a colony h as less th an th e 
eq uivalent of six standard combs or 
40 pounds of h oney it is safer to give 
th e colony some additional combs of 
sealed h oney or feed it a gallon or two 
of sugar sy rup.

Lo ndo n.—The great do me o f 
S t 
Paul’s cathedral Is declared by the city 
surveyo r to be in such unsafe co ndi­ 
tio n that the municipal autho rities, ac­ 
co rding to the Daily Mirro r, have 
serveil no tice upo n the o ftlcial custo di­ 
ans o f the cathedral that they o fficially 
regard the do me as “a 
dangero us 
structure.” 
The co nditio n o f the do me has been 
u so urce o f anxiety fo r the cathedral 
o fficials fo r so me 
years, o wing to 
cracks In the suppo rting pillars, and 
large sums have been si>ent in gro ut­ 
ing and o ther remedial measures. 
While a recent repo rt by the cathe- 
Eiral’s experts reco mmended further 
drastic repairs, the experts suggested 
that abso lute safety co uld pro bably 
o nly be insured by remo ving the do me 
and rebuilding it. 
This, it was estimated, wo uld co st 
at least £ 5<X),(X)0 and entail clo sing 
the cathedral fo r 30 years. 
Co nse- 
'piently, they advised leaving this ex­ 
pedient fo r* so me future generatio n, 
meanwhile expending ano ther £ 150,OtK) 
in strengthening the pillars. 
The city’s surveyo r, ho wever, takes 
the view that demo litio n is the o nly 
way and that the present ho llo w pil­ 
lars must be replaced with so lid o nes 
M‘fo re the do me is re-erected. 
While urging expeditio n in making 
.r safe, the surveyo r, acco rding to the 
paper, do es no t suggest that the do me 
is hi immedlata danger o f falling, but 
thinks such co llapse is likely within a 
few years, unless his advice is fo l­ 
lo wed, as the crushing o f the pillars 
by the Immense weight o f the do me, 
amo unting to many tl'.o usands o f to ns, 
lias go ne alarmingly far. 
It is co ntended the ho llo w pillars 
Mitflced under the co nditio ns existing 
when Sir Christo pher Wren built the 
cathedral, but that the .subsequent ex­ 
cavatio n fo r nelgh*bo ring buildings, the 
co nstructio n o f the present system o f 
sewers, the vastly increased traffic 
imssing the structure and o tlver causes 
have dangero usly affected its stability.
